Rather, their criti- 
cisms and demands for a new inquiry are based upon different 
conclusions they have drawn from parts of the same body of 
evidence that was examined by the Conmisslon. The Com- 
mission made a thorough inquiry and detailed analysis of 
the facts concerning the assassination* The evidence amply 
supports the basic conclusions of the Commission. In these 
circumstances, we see no basis for a new inquiry.
